Left Letter Behind

FIVE GET LONG 
PRISON TERMS 


Detroit 
Mobsters 
Sent 
Up For 25-50 Years 
In Club Robbery 


Pontiac, Mich., Dec. 8 i/P>—Har­ 
ry Fleisher, one-time leader of tho 
notorious Purple Gang, and four 
of his associates face long terms 
in prison today on their conviction 
of participating in the armed rob­ 
bery of the Aristocrat night club 
December 2, 1944. 
Fleisher and three companions, 
Mike 
Selik, 
Pete 
Mahoney and 
William “Candy” Davidson, were 
sentenced today by Circuit Judge 
George B. Hartrick to spend 25 to 
50 years in prison. The fifth con­ 
victed defendant, Sammv Chivns, 
drew a lesser penalty of 20 to 40 
years.

also are under prison sentence for 
conspiracy to

The 
Pontiac robbery charge resulted 
from evidence uncovered in the 
sensational Hooper trial at Battle 
Creek last summer.

er’s two-year search for someone 
who could save her “blue” bab."* 
from death apparently met suc­ 
cess today on an operating table 
at the Johns Hopkins hospital. 
Dr. Alfred Blalock, professor of 
surgery at Hopkins, operated on 
Judy Hackman, two, of Buckley, 
Wash., in an attempt to avert sur­ 
gically what had once seemed in­ 
evitable— Judy’s death from in­ 
sufficient oxygen in her blood. 
Although hospital officials em­ 
phasized that the 48 hours follow­ 
ing the operation’s end at 10:45 
a. rn. were a period of crisis, they 
said that as far as could be deter­ 
mined 
now, 
the operation was 
successful. 
Dr. Blalock said the 
operation went “quite w ell” and 
Judy was “doing very nicely.” 
Blood Throb Felt 
The child’s parents, 
Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Hackman, waited in 
an ante-room while Dr. Blalock 
operated. 
Fearful 
of 
shatteerd 
hopes, they hesitated to assume 
that now Judy was going to be 
well. 
Once the operation 
had been j 
performed, the surgeon’s fingers 
could feel a steady thrill as blood 
coursed through the new route to 
her lungs. 
By 10:45, her right 
lung (collapsed during the opera­ 
tion) was expanded again, the in­ 
cision sewed and Judy on her way 
back to her room. 
She was placed in 
an 
oxygen 
tent to help her through the post­ 
operative crisis. The bright-eyed, 
honey-haired child’s chances of 
escaping death increased hourly. 
A* Michigan City, Ind., where 
residents subscribed 
m ore 
than 
$2,000 to send another infant suf­ 
fering from the disease to Johns, 
Hopkins, the news of Judy's re­ 
sponse to the operation brought 
widespread hope.

Man Laid Aside Stone Ax 
For 
Hoe 
8,000 
Years Ago 


Chicago, 
(ZP)'—Evidence 
that 
m an first set aside his stone ax 
weapon for a prim itive hoe be­ 
tween 7.000 and B.000 years ago 
was reported by two archeologists 
today.

archeologists 
Seton 
Lloyd 
and 
Laud Sofar announced discovery 
of an early farm ing community at 
Tell Hassuna in North Iraq (M es­ 
opotamia) w here civilization m ade 
its first appearance 
more 
than 
2,000 years later. 
The two spent two years e x ­ 
ploring 17 levels of debris at the 
site 250 miles from Bagdad. The 
upper 16 levels, they said, yielded 
architecture and such 
farming 
m aterials as 
stone 
hoes, 
^ int" 
toothed 
sickles, 
underground 
grain bins and corrugated pottery 
trays for husking wheat. 
On the lowest and earliest level. 
they said, they found w hat may 
have been tent sites 
u^ed 
by 
herdsmen and hunters bcfoie the 
transition to tilling the soil be­ 
gan. The only evidence that set­ 
tlers of the lowest level engaged 
in farming was discovery of large 
stone hand axes, which the arch­ 
aeologists said probably w ere used 
as hoes for breaking the ground. 
The report said the levels im ­ 
m e d i a t e l y above the lowest show 
a series 
of 
innovations 
which 
•‘constitute an important first step 
in the evolution of an agricultural 
society.*’ Besides the 
tools 
and 
bins were found abodes arranged 
on a plan, with rooms 
usually 
grouoed around or beside an open 
courtyard w here the flocks could 
be enclosed at night. 
Human remains were found on 
almost nil levels. Examination of 
animal bones indicated the p re ­

The Washington 
M erry-Go-Round

W ashington—I.ast month, Jap Ambassa­ 
dor Kurusu, 
special envoy in W ashington 
at the time of Pear Harbor, stated that two 
high-up Am ericans were working closely 
with Japanese diplom ats in order to head 
off war. He said that one 
of these was a m em ber of 
the cabinet, another was 
an influential but unoffi­ 
cial American.

One of B aruch’s contacts was through 
Raoul Eugene Desvernine, form er head of 
Crucible Steel, an organizer of the Liberty 
leag u e, and form er attorney for the M ex­ 
ican and Cuban governm ents. 
Desvernine 
was in touch w ith Kazuo Nishi, New York 
m anager of the Yokohama Specie 
Com- 
pany, controlled by (he Japanese govern­ 
m ent, and had been angling to sell cotton 
to the Japs. On Dec. 5, 1941—two days be­ 
fore Pearl H arbor—he gave a cocktail p ar­ 
ty for Mr. Nishi. 
The next dav he wrote 
the Japanese banker the following letter: 
“Dear Mr. Nishi: 
"I am deeply indebted to you for the 
honor you paid me at the cocktail party 
yesterday afternoon. 
Please accept my 
sincere gratitude, also extend to your col­ 
leagues my thanks to them. 
I also wish 
you a safe journey home; but, m ore im ­ 
portant, a prom pt return.

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Two Stream Pollution 
Programs In Congress 


By EARL BERKLEY 
Washington, Dec. 
8 (/?)— Pure 
w ater is scarce. About all that is 
left of a once-abundant supply is 
underground. 
The 
streams 
are 
pullute<l, save little ones in isolat­ 
ed mountain hideways. 
That’s why Congress once again 
is struggling for agreement on leg­ 
islation to purify the country’s 
streams, contaminated by sewage 
and industrial wastes. 
Experts figure that the nation 
could have clean water within ten 
years if the states pulled together 
in cooperation with 
the 
federal 
government. 
Most experts and most members 
of Congress agree on one phase of 
the problem: something ought to 
be done. But there is sharp dis­ 
agreement on methods. 
Two Proposals Offered 
Early in the 
New 
Year, 
the 
House Rivers and Harbors Com­ 
mittee expects to approve one of 
two proposals, perhaps a combin­ 
ation of both. Each is designed to 
control, or at least abate, pollution 
that spreads disease and kills fish 
life. 
One bill calls for a program of 
voluntary 
cooperation between 
federal and local 
governments— 
with money grants and loans as a 
lure to success. 
A second embraces the principle 
of monev help but adds a contro­ 
versial section. It would give the 
federal government broad powers 
to enforce cooperation on the nart 
of state and municipalities. This 
rapes the question of local rights. 
Proponents of the compulsory 
plan contend that w’e’ll 
get no­ 
where without enforcement, that 
someone has to have the say. else 
no one will do much. Among these 
proponents 
is 
the sportsmen’s 


Izaak Walton League of America. 
Ifs backing a bill by Rep. Mundt 
(R-SD.) 
Those favoring 
the 
voluntary 
plan argue that all that is needed 
is a central research agency here 
in Washington to lay down 
the 
rules with money help to encour­ 
age the local people. This plan is 
sponsored by Rep. Spence (D-Ky.) 
Spence has offered the 
same 
plan many times before. The other 
bill always pops up. The problem 
is shelved. The process has been 
going on for years. 
But now the pollution problem 
has been intensified by war. Advo­ 
cates on both sides of the “method 
argument” are hopeful. Chairman 
Mansfield (D-Tex.) of the Rivers 
and Harbors Committee is 
sure 
that Congress this time will pass a 
bill. 
Some States Handciappcd 
Whatever bill it is, those striv­ 
ing for pure water are sure that it 
will offer at least a start toward 
pollution control. 
There are those who contend 
that the states themselves are 
making progress, that 
many 
of 
them have built costly sewage dis­ 
posal and other plants. Others say 
the states aren’t making 
enough 
progress. 
The bald 
fact is 
that 
some 
states can’t afford 
to go 
ahead. 
Obviously success or failure lies in 
money. As officials of one state 
health 
department 
suggested: 
Money for pollution abatement is 
hard to get, largely because stream 
pollution is too remote from 
the 
average taxpayer’s eye—and nose. 
The federal legislation would set 
up within the United States public 
health service a new 
division to 
carry on research with the help of 
the states. There would be money 
for loans or grants, maybe both. 
A ten-year plan is estimated to 
cost around Sl.000.000,000. 
Half 
would be federal money. Experts 
are sure this W’ould 
assure con­ 
struction of appropriate filtration 
plants and sewage disposal works. 
Municipal sewage and industrial 
wastes are the main 
sources 
of 
nollution. In 
many communities 
these wastes as w’ell as sewage are 
dumped into the nearest stream 
The Ohio river, for example, has 
been called an open sewer. 
Of course, flowing streams puri­ 
fy themselves, but not fast enough 
to carry the load of pollution in a 
great industrial nation. 
The aim 
of the abatement program 
is

By limiting the sewage pollu­ 
tion load, the exnerts figure that 
elimination of 
disease-oroducing 
bacteria naturally follows.

The 
dairy 
industry 
in 
Df?lta 
county returns 50 per cent of the 
agricultural income of the county, 
but a large majority of the dairy­ 
men as yet do not recognize the 
value of producing high quality 
milk, E. A. Wenner, county agri­ 
cultural 
agent, observes 
in his 
1945 annual report to Michigan 
State college. 
There are 10,000 milking cows 
in the county, but they range all 
the way from good producers to 
cull dairy animals, the agent re­ 
ported. 
“Postwar 
demands 
for 
clean 
milk may make it necessary for 
a real campaign on cooling tanks 
and milk houses. 
There is no in­ 
centive for producing clean milk 
due to the same price being paid 
tor both clean and dirty milk. The 
high price of milk during wartime 
has led to an improvement in 
feeding practices, although there 
is need for more improvements,” 
Wenner reported under the head­ 
ing of dairy problems. 
Most serious dairy problem in 
the county at present, from the 
standpoint of disease, is mastitis, | 
although many dairymen do not 
realize its dangers, the agent re­ 
ported. 
Bangs disease and its 
seriousness 
is quite well u n d e r-1 
stood. There should be more bull ! 
pens on harms so that older bulls j 
can be traded rather than slaught­ 
ered, he advised.
